Report of Water Commissioners. 


During the year ending February 15, 1899, the mains’ of 
the water system were not extended and nothing was done in 
the line of construc ion except to pay one or two bills left over 
from the previous year. Four new takers were added to the 
list, a number considerably smaller than in the year previous. 

The greatest change which has occurred since our last re- 
port is that of the pumping of the town water, Chase, Cham- 
berlain & Co., having completed their contract Dec. 31. The 
factory is now unoccupied by any firm and the water is being 
pumped as it was before the contract was made with the above 
named firm—by employes of the town. Since early in the sea- 
son of 1898 efforts have been made to make another contract 
for a term of years, but thus far these efforts have been un- 
availing. It would please us to make a contract with some re- 
liable manufacturing firm, which would come here and carry on 
some manufacturing business and thus furnish employment to 
those who desire it, while at the same time the water could be 
pumped. This the water commissioners are endeavoring to do, 
and are using all proper means to bring this about. 

The year just ended has not been so prosperous as some 
we have had. ‘The balance appesrs on the wrong side of the 
account, but the difference appears to be greater than it really 
is, for if the account should be credited with $53.22, paid in ad- 
vance last year, but earned this year, the balance would fall the 
other way and show a gain, which, in spite of our adversity , 
has been made. ‘The list of all the bills approved to the end of 
the vear and the balance sheet follow, allof which is respect- 
fully submitted.

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In submitting our report for the year ending Feb. 15, 1899, 
we think that our schools have maintained their usual standard. 


We have considered the importance of placing the right 
teacher in the right place, knowing that there are those who might 
succeed in some schools while they would fail in others. In 
many of the schools we have retained the same teachers, as the 
difficulty, under which our district scholars labor, is the frequent 
change of teachers; and the teachers, being educated in the 
different academies and schools, no two have the same system. 
So you can readily see that by changing teachers almost every 
term the teacher is obliged, in almost every case, to cover in 
many things the same ground as her predecessor. In the opin- 
ion of your committee this isthe main reason why our district 
schools do not make better progress. 


In looking over the registers of the past year we are sorry 
to note the same percentage of tardiness and absence as hereto- 
fore. 

The custom of visiting schools by parents and others in 
each school district is helpful to teachers, scholars and visitors. 
It usually creates a spirit of harmony, leads to a_ better under- 
standing between all who are in any way concerned with the 
schools and their management, and increases the sense of re- 
sponsibility which each one ought to feel for the largest meas- 
ure of success attainable under our public school system. As 
a rule, less tardy and absence marks, less disorder and more 
real progress are to be found in those schools where parents 
make the largest number of visitations. We hope to see this 
beneficent custom more generally observed in the future, and 
especially invite parents to attend the exercises of our schools 
on the closing day of each term. 


What we need in our schools at present is a better and 
more practical understanding of the fundamental branches— 
such as reading, spelling, writing, arithmetic, geography and 
English grammar. 


The scholar who tries to occupy his mind with too many 
branches of study at the same time fails to be able fully to un- 
derstand any of them, and consequently loses that strength 
which is necessary to push him on to future conquests. A 
practical education fits one for a career of great usefulness. 
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We have made necessary repairs upon the Lane school- 
house during the past year. We put in seats of the latest de- 
sign to take the place of the old board ones which have been 
in use for the past sixty years. ‘These will add greatly to the 
comfort of the scholars. We also put in a new floor, new win- 
dows and added blinds and painted the inside, which had never 
been done. We did this as economically as possible. This 
schoolhouse now compares favorably with any in the town. 


The Board of Education are always glad to welcome any 
suggestions which anyone may desire to make to them and to 
treat them with due respect. 


In the matter of criticisms cannot they be made best to 
the Board of Education that we may judge as to the fairness of 
the criticism and profit by it ourselves?
